TO UTTER R UINAND DE VAST A TION 


Kingston Jamaica in- Ruins And 


Hundreds Dead—Fire Follows 


—Was Foretold 


[By Telegraph to Th» AgeJ 


New York, Jan. 16.—Kingston, the 


picturesque capital of the island of 
Jamaica, Ins been devastated by a 
violent earthquake. From meager re-, 
ports received through such channels 
as we;e ppen it has been learned that 
many ot the most important buildings 
have been destroyed and that there 
has been swious loss of life. 


So fat as the reports indicate, th- 


fatalities n.imher less than 100, though 
the hospitals are filled with injured 
and the list of victims may be mater- 
ially iacreaasd. 


Kingston and the other points of in- 


terest of the island are at this season 
ot the year thronged with tourist" 
from both America and England, and 
the greatest apprehension is felt for 
the safety of many persons who had 
recently arrived at the Jamaican re- 
sort. The most distinguished of these 
were members of a party of English 
statesmen, agricultural experts and 
meji of affairs who, under the leader 
•hip of Sir Alfred Jones, have arrive! 
In Kingston within the past few days 
to attend an agricultural conference 
there. 


The first shock was felt at r.bou 


3:30 
o'clock Monday afternoon, and 


as in the San Francisco and Valpa 
raise disasters, flames immedintelj 
sprung from the wreckage to carry on 
the work of destruction. Tuesday 
afternoon the fire was still burning 
although it was believed to be under 
control. 


The Myttle, J3a»k hotel, the princi 


pal hotel at Kingston, which probablj 
Sheltered the great bulk of visitor&on 
th£ Island, ia reported destroyed. The 
great military' hospital was burned 
and 40 soldiers are reported dead. Sir 
James Fergnsson is said to have been 
instantly killed, but according to Lon- 
don reports no other Englishman 
Canadian or American is believed to 
be missing. 


Featuret of Wrecked City. 


The City of Kingston has about 50,- 


000 population, is laid out with regular 
and wide streets, and the better class 
of houses are neatly built, with wide 
verandahs and surrounded by hand' 
some gardens. Streetcars run to the 
suburbs and two lines of railway con- 
nect the city with the northern and 
•eastern parts of the island. Kingston 
has a botanical garden, library, mu- 
seum, hospital and various other pub- 
lic buildings, and is the seat of an 
Anglican bishopric. The harbor ot 
Kingston is considered to bo one of 
the finest in the world, and is protect- 
ed by forts.' There is a naval arsenal 
at Port Royal. Nearly all the trade of 
the 
colony of Jamaica centers at 


Kingston, aitd the commercial houses 
of that city have extensive relations 
with southern'Cuba and Central Amer 
lea as well as with the United States 
and Europe. The exports are mainly 
sugaV, rum,' coffee, dye woods and 
fruits. The streets of Kingston run 
at right angle* to the sea. 


Thje only volcanic formation In the 


Island is that at the Lowlayton and 
Retreat estates, in the parish of Port- 
land, 'a mile f.-om the sea, in the1 
county of Surrey, in which Kingston 
!• situate*. There is, however, no de-

The island of Jamaica has experl- 


enped numerous earth shocks in the 
past. .. On Na(r 13 last tf sharp trem- 
bler was felt, tn 1692 a great earth- 
quake destroyed Port Royal, of whose 
3,000 houses only 200 were-left stand- 
ing. It WM thtyl catastrophe which 
led to the founding of Kingston. In 
August, 1003, Jamaica twas swept by a 
hurricane, which almost totally de- 
stroyed Port Antonto and inflicted 
damages in various parts of the island 
amounting to about f 10.000,000. Thou- 
sands of houMB tn Kingston were 
damaged, the wharvei were battered 
mod several coasting vessels were 
Bunki" lo 1761 a conflagration visited 
Kingston, and ia IfSO a cyclone de- 
•troyed the city's wharves and ship-

Another Account. 


St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, 


Jan. 16.—According to further, though 
still meager, details of the Kingston 
earthquake received here, it would 
appear that the first reports that the 
city had beea destroyed were exag- 
gerated. The fire which followed the 
shock 
was still burning Tuesday 


morning, although it had been con- 
fined to certain limits. The work of 
fighting the flames was still being pur- 
sued with energy. The hospitals are 
filled with injured persons, and every 
thing possible Is being done for their 
comfort.

Kingston and other important build- 
ings have been destroyed. The flames 
apparently were confined to the docks 
imd the warehouse district. 


Fate of Americana. 


Boston, Jan. 1C.—Dr. George H.

eul at Kingston. Jamaica, and arrived 
here on the steamer Admiral Dewey, 
stated that the consulate is at present 
in charge of W H. Orrett, a native of 
this country, but a resident of Jamaica 
for many years.

Bridgeman said that there were per- 
haps TOO Americans residing in King- 
ston in addition to the tourists who 
visit the city at this time of the year. 
The tourist season so far has been a 
poor one, and there were on Jan. S 
less than 50 in the city. 


Here He l«! 


York, Pa., Jan. ia.—The Kingston 


earthquake is a startling fulfillment 
of a prophecy made last December by 
Lee Spangler of this city, the man 
who predicted the eruption of Mont 
Pelee, the assassination of President 
McKlnley, the Spanish-American war 
and the defeat of Russia by Japan. 
Mr. Spangler announced shortly be- 
fore Christmas that there would be a 
disastrous earthquake soon after the 
beginning of the new year. He also 
predicts that the preliminary earth- 
quakes will serve as warnings of the 
end of the world, which he says will 
come to pass at the close of 1908. 


To Investigate Earthquake. 


Washlngt-on, Jan. 16—Secretary of 


the Navy J tcalf sent a cablegram to 
Admiral E' .ins. in command of the 
United States fleet oft Guantanamo, 
Cuba, requesting him , to investigate 
:he extent of the earthquake disaster 
in Jamaica and report to the depart- 
ment. Admiral Evans is authorized, 
if necessary, to proceed to Kingston, 
which is about a 12- hours' trip from

Measure Agreed on Is a Substitute 


For th« Proposition Fathered by 
Congressman Grosvenor — Senator 
Spooner Attacks Senator Tillman's 
Position in the Brownsville Case. 


Washington, Jan. 16. — Goaded »y 


frequent interruptions from Mr. Tlll- 
man, the speech of Mr. Spooner in the 
senate on the resolution for the inves- 
tigation of the affray at Brownsville 
was changed from a constitutional 
argument in defense of President 
Roosevelt's course in discharging a 
negro battalion of the army to a se- 
vere arraignment of the South Caro- 
lina senator. He quoted 
from Mr 


Tillman's utterances defending lynch- 
ing as a means of controlling negroes, 
and said that to encourage mob vio- 
lence was a disgrace to Civilization. 
Mr. Tillman was not permitted to re- 
ply, but at the conclusion of Mr. 
Spooner's attack declared that at an 
early date tie would take occasion to 
defend himself against "the insulting 
allusions made to him." 
The bitter 


feeling provoked by the controversy 
between the senators makes it impos- 
sible to say when a vote can be had 
on the resolution. Mr. Spooner took 
the position that Article 4 of the Arti- 
cles of War gives the commander-in- 
chlef of the army the power to dis- 
miss the troops in the manner em- 
ployed. 


In executive session of the senate 


nominations of Cortelyou and Garfield 
were confirmed without encountering 
serious opposition. The nomination 
of George Von L. Meyer to be post- 
master general was also confirmed, as

real freedom for ail people. I see the 
external signs of this in the Intensified 
struggle of the classes among nil na 
tions, in tbe cold cruelty of the rich, in 
the auger and despair of the poor, in 
the senseless, mail, ever growing arma- 
ments of all governments. 


Such are the general symptoms of 


the coming revolution, or, rather, Jot 
the state of readiness for the revolu- 
tion, -in which the" Christian Nations 
finfl themselves 
The historical signs 


or the impulse which Is to start 
the revolution are the recent Russian- 
Japanese war and the outbreak of tbe 
revolution among the Russian people. 


The victory of the Japanese over the 


Russians has demonstrated to all mil- 
itary nations that the military power is 
no longer in their hands, but has pa&s- 
or, or will fcoou pass, to other—un- 
Christian—hands, for it will not be 
hard for all the un-Christian nations 
of Asia and Africa that are oppressed 
by the Christians to emulate the ex- 
ample of the Japanese, to learn the 
technique of the warfare of which we 
are so proud, and not only free them- 
selves, but wipe all the Christian\gov- 
ernments off the face of the earth. 


We look at the pyramids of Egypt, 


I and we are terrified at the cruelty and 
the folly of the people that gave orders 
to build them nnd at those that fulfill- 
ed their orders, but how much more 
cruel, how much more absurd are the 
thirty-six story buildings which the 
people of today are erecting in the 
cities, feeling proud of them. There is 
the earth with its grass. Its forests, its 
pure air, the clear water, the sun, the 
birds, tbe animals, and yet people arc 
making terrible efforts nnd obstruct 
ing the sun from the view of other 
people and .ire erecting thirty-six story 
structures where there are no trees or 
grass and where everything—the water 
and the air—are foul, where all food is 
adulterated and where life is hard, un- 
wholesome 
Is not this a sign of the 


madness of Immunity, which not only 
does these absurdities, but is even 
proud of them? 


There are times when' in the life of 


mankind, even as in the life of an in- 
dividual, an error committed in the 
past Is suddenly revealed, and the way 
to remedy that error also becomes 
clear. These are tunes of revolutions. 
The Christian nations are at present in 
such a state as this. 
1 


It would seem that it is natural f or/a 


man whose spiritual powers are not de- 
praved or weak, when finding himself 
In a humiliating position, to say to him- 
self: "Why should I do this? I want to 
live mj own life; I want to decide for 
myselrwhat I.like, what is useful to 
me and what I am to do. -Leave me 
alone with your Russia, Prance, Brit- 
ain. Let those that need them' guard 
these countries. I don't need them. 
You take everything from me by force. 
You can kill me, but I do not want to— 
I cannot and I will not—participate In 
my own enslavement." It seems that 
It would be natural to act thus, but no- 
body docs. 


Some do not act thus because their 


Interests arc ao intertwined with the 
interests of the ruling classes that this 
•nalavement is profitable to them. Mr. 
Rockefeller cannot desire to refuse to 
obey tbe laws of his laud, because the 
laws of that land mate It possible for 
blm to amass and keep bis millions to

The secretary of the 


Grange Fire Insurance company re- 
ported outstanding risks at nearly §2,- 
800,000. 
There are now 2,770 policy 


holders. 
Secretary Howard reported 


thirteen new granges organized the past 
year, the largest number in any one 
year thus far 
There arc now 201 sub- 


ordinate granges ,with 21,374 members 
The sixth degree was conferred on 555 
new members. Tnere was a lecturers' 
conference, nttondfl by 149 lecturers, 
their expenses being paid by their- 
granges. A notable feature of one of 
the evening sessions wns the exempli- 
fication of the third degree by a de- 
gree team of twenty-one ladles from 
Dracut grange. The state grange will 
meet next year in Plttsfleld, Mass.

An Opium C'nr*-. 


A cure lor the opium habit has at 


last been reported from China to the 
department of commerce and labor, 
says the Springfield Union. It is found 
in a plant which grows \v ild in the vi- 
cinity of Lampur, and its use is said to 
destroy all appetite for the drug within 
a week. The leaves of the plant are 
exposed to the sun for a day after be- 
ing gathered and are then chopped Bne 
and roasted, after which a tea is made 
from them, and the specific is ready 
for nse. In Lampur alone the applica- 
tions number 2,000 daily, and it is 
claimed that in the few short weeks 
since the plant was disco\ered over 
1-1,000 persons have been cured of the 
opium smoking habit. So great is the 
demand for the plant that the natives 
are asking $10 a pl:ul (133 1-3 pounds).
